Allies Brace For Another Raid On Kontum 
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No-War Pledge Signed 
By U.S., Soviet Union 


Trip Ends Tuesday 
— Brezhnev To Visit

MOSCOW (UPI) — President Nixon and Soviet 
leaders crowned their Kremlin summit today by 
signing a 12-point pledge to “ avoid military 
confrontations and to prevent the outbreak of 
nuclear war.” 
Soviet Communist Party Sec­ 
retary Leonid I. Brezhnev, P re­ 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin and 
President Nikolai V. Podgornv 
at the same time accepted an 
invitation to visit the United 
States “ at a mutually conve­ 
nient tim e.” 


A Soviet spokesman said the 
tim e for the trip of three 
leaders to the United States had 
not been negotiated. 


To smiles, the sound of ap­ 
plause, the drinking of cham­ 
pagne, and handshakes, Nixon 
and Brezhnev put their signa- 


tures to two documents at a 
table in the Kremlin’s Vladimir 
Hall. 


One of the documents stated 
the “ basic principles” of Soviet- 
American relations. The other 
was a joint communique on the 
eight days of historic talks, 
which saw the two super pow­ 
ers agree to nuclear arm s limi­ 
tations and five other pacts. 


The President and his wife 
were flying to the Ukranian 
capital of Kiev later today after 
formal farewells at a state re­ 


ception with champagne and 
ca v iar in the K rem lin’s St. 
George Hall. 
The Nixons will leave Kiev 
Tuesday for Tehran, Iran, and 
Warsaw, Poland, on their way 
home to Washington. 
The statem ent of principles in 
the declarations spoke of peace, 
but the communique disclosed 
the leaders’ inability to narrow 
the gap that separates them on 
the issue of Vietnam. Each side 
reaffirmed the position it held 
before the summit began. 
The American side expressed 
the view that the best route to 
peace in Vietnam is through 
return of U. S. prisoners of war, 
the implementation of an inter­ 
nationally supervised ceasefire, 
and the withdrawal within four 
months of all U. S. troops from 
the area. 
This was the same plan that 
Nixon put forth when he or­ 
dered the mining of Haiphong 
harbor 11 days before he came 
to Moscow. 
The Soviet position called for 
“ cessation of the bombing of 


the D em ocratic Republic of 
Vietnam, for complete and une­ 
quivocal w ithdraw al of the 
troops of the USA and its allies 
from South Vietnam.” 


Soviet people saw the signing 
011 live television. 


The statem ent of principles 
contained 12 basic points, in­ 
cluding one that said the two 
nations “ attach m ajor import­ 
ance to preventing the develop­ 
ment of situations capable of 
causing a dangerous exacerba­ 
tion of their relations. There­ 
fore, they will do their utmost 
to avoid m ilitary confrontations 
and to prevent the outbreak of 
nuclear w ar.” 


President Nixon’s top advis­ 
er, Henry A. Kissinger, in a 
briefing for newsmen, suid the 
talks on V ietnam had been 
“ long, sometimes difficult and 
very detailed.” 
The communique said the two 
sides agreed on the desirability 
for peace in the Middle East for 
the convening of a European 
security conference and for ne­ 


gotiations on reduction of forces 
in Europe. 
The White House press secre­ 
tary, Ronald L. Ziegler, said 
the President felt that “ this 
was a week of m ajor accom­ 
plishment and the President 
feels it has met expectations in 
every respect.” 


• Major points in the declara­ 
tion of principles: 
—“The two countries ’’will 
proceed from the common de­ 
termination that in a nuclear 
age there is no .alternative to 
conducting their mutual rela­ 
tions on the basis of peaceful 
coexistence. 
—“ The USA and the USSR 
have a special responsibility as 
do other countries which are 
p erm anent m em bers of the 
United Nations Security Council 
to do everything in their power 
so that conflicts or situations 
will not arise w hich would 
serve to increase international 
tensions ... ' 
The declaration also pledged

Reds Regroup Outside Kontum, 
But Allies Fear Another Rush 


SAIGON (UPI)-Some Com­ 
munist troops pulled out of the 
Central Highlands city of Kon­ 
tum today but allied officers 
said they may only be regroup-' 
ing for another attack. 
Heavy fighting was reported 
in several spots inside the city 
but government troops recap­ 
tured one Communist-held posi­ 
tion and pounded North Viet­ 


namese attackers point-blank 
with tanks and machine guns. 
In the air war, the U. S. 
com m and said F4 Phantom 
fighter-bom bers knocked out 
more than 30 supply warehous­ 
es and three bridges on raids in 
North Vietnam. 
Military sources said Com­ 
munist m ortar rounds killed 100 
soldiers and civilians early to- 
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day as a government relief 
column tried to reach the be­ 
sieged provincial capital of An 
Loc, 00 miles north of Saigon. 


The Saigon command report­ 
ed South V ietnam ese forces 
Sunday recaptured the La San 
School occupied by the Commu­ 
nists during five days of bitter 
fighting for Kontum. a strategic 
provincial capital 260 m iles 
north 
of 
Saigon. 
M ilitary 
spokesmen said 168 Commu­ 
nists w ere killed in battles 
around the city. 


A UPI reporter-photographer 
team of Matt Franjola and Jeff 
Taylor flew into Kontum this 
afternoon and reported 95 per 
cent of the city’s business dis­ 
trict intact and civilians going 
about their business. They said 
the La San School had been 
recap tu red but th at an or- 
phange 500 yards away was still 
held by the North Vietnamese. 
F ran jo la said governm ent 
M41 tanks and machine gun-

S aturday after deciding “ it 
wasn't worth getting someone 
hurt.” No workmen were at the 
site today or yesterday, he said. 
“ Some of the equipm ent 
came pretty close to some of 
the people” who had marched 
onto the property in protest, 
Weingarth said. 
Next battle in the residents’ 
war against a planned 528-unit 
townhouse development on the 
property will begin at 9 a.m. 
tomorrow in Marin Superior 
Court, when Judge Henry J. 
Broderick will -begin hearings 
on the homewoners’ suit for an 
altern ate w rit against Corte 
Madera town officials and the 
H arter and Odenthal Develop­ 
ment Co., seeking revocation of 
a grading permit. 
City officials w ere served 
with notice of the court action 
T h u r s d a y . 
H o m e o w n e rs, 
alarm ed because the develop­ 
ers apparently planned to com­ 
plete as much grading as possi­ 
ble before tom orrow 's court 
hearing, marched against the 
bulldozers Friday and Satur­ 
day. 
“ The foreman told me it was 
very unusual for his crews to 
have to work over a holiday 
weekend.” Weingarth said to­ 
day. The heavy equipment op­ 
erators apparently were getting 
$17 an hour for their short-lived 
weekend 
work, 
the hom e­ 
owners’ spokesman reported.

GARBAGE INTO 'GOLD' 
Trash: Out-Of-Place Resource 


Mills Graduates

BOSTON — “ Turn that gar­ 
bage into gold!” 
That’s today’s cry as increas­ 
ing numbers of people recog­ 
nize that trash simply is a 
resource out of place. 


W here this m isplaced re ­ 
source once was merely a nuis­ 
ance, now it threatens society 
itself. The United States alone 
generates a mountainous 190 
million tons of garbage a year 
currently and the figure is con­ 
stantly expanding. Some esti­ 
mates suggest it could be close 
to 290 million tons by 1980. 
So . . . old tires are being 
turned into oil liquids, gas, and 
ta r under an experim ental 
process now being investigated 
by the U.S. Interior Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Mines. 
The bureau also has made oil 
from garbage — something like 
31 gallons of crude oil from a 
ton. 
Crushed glass into bricks . . .* 
old paper into new paper, even 
•cardboard houses . . . sawdust 
into hardboard . . . tree bark 
into a high-grade soil condition­ 
er . . . experiments doing all 


these things are under way in 
various places today. 


Such recycling is still in its 
infancy in the U.S., experts say, 
although on a broad scale it is 
m ore 
advanced 
here 
than 
abroad. Nonetheless, limited as 
it may be, it is a beginning — 
attracting more and more at­ 
tention am ong businessm en, 
scientists, government officials, 
and even housewives. 


“Mountains of solid waste” is 
no descriptive exaggeration; 
anyone who has visited .the 
trash-disposal center of even a 
moderate-sized American city 
will vouch for its accuracy. 


In Illinois they are building 
an actual mountain out of the 
stuff. Mount Trashmore they 
call it, and it's destined to 
become a winter skiing resort 
and general recreation center 
in the non-too-distant future. 


In Holland the Dutch have 
long used garbage to add hilly

contours to the recreation areas 
of their largely flat land. 


Pollution also is spurring this 
re c y c lin g 
ca m p a ig n . 
The 
world’s resources are finite; 
like the Cornish mines which 
once supplied the whole world 
with tin, they can be exhausted. 


Eventual shortages are pre­ 
dicted in known reserves for 
oil, timber and many minerals 
— even water. More oil. coal, 
and gas has been used in the 
past 30 years than in all history 
before that time: more m ateri­ 
als have been mined, manufac­ 
tured and discarded since 1950 
than the sum total of every­ 
thing fabricated before then. * 
To quote the U.S. National 
Wildlife Federation: “ Man is 
perhaps spending his mineral 
capital faster than any other 
resource.” If he continues to 
use known mineral reserves at 
the present rate, coal will last a 
futher 300 years, some experts 
suggest. 


But crude-oil reserves will 
scarcely see him through the 
turn of the century; natural gas 
will run out in half that time. 
Aluminum (120 years), uranium 
(30 years), lead (50 years), zinc 
(54 years) are other important 
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m inerals that soon could be 
exhausted. 
Against this, there is dispute 
over how long known reserves 
may last. 
Spurred on by these twin' 
problems of mounting trash and 
an imminent shortage of taken- 
for-granted resources, m an is 
at last devoting a small but 
increasing part of his technol­ 
ogical knowhow toward their 
solution. 
This series of articles will 
give some details. Experiments 
in progress include; 
The Department of the Interi­ 
or's Bureau of Mines has inves­ 
tigated what it termed the ''de­ 
structive d istillation” of old 
tires; one reason is that the 
U.S. discards 100 million tires a 
year. The process, which would 
convert them to oil liquids, gas, 
and tar, is “ technically feasi­ 
ble,” according to Firestone’s 
Central Research Laboratory. 
Oregon State University sci­ 
entists are treating cellulose 
waste, which makes up about 70 
per cent of city trash today, 
with hydrogen. The end result 
could be hydrocarbon oils, use­ 
ful both as fuel and lubricant.

MOSCOW (UPI) - P a t Nixon 
is showing around a new m e­ 
mento of her stay in Moscow: a 
pair of boxing gloves. 


Two wire service photogra­ 
phers presented Mrs. Nixon the 
miniature gloves Sunday night 
to com m em orate “ the battle of 
Red Square, the battle of GUM 
and the battle of the Krem lin.” 


The gloves referred to the 
running clash between the 30- 
man Russian security detach­ 
ment assigned to Mrs. Nixon 
and the press corps trying to 
dog her every step as she visit­ 
ed famous Moscow landm arks 
including the big GUM depart­ 
ment store. 


Mrs. Nixon laughed when she 
saw the gloves and has laugh­ 
ingly shown them around to 
staff m em bers who fought the 
battle with her. 


Privately, 
Mrs. 
Nixon was 
appalled at the cordon of Soviet 
agents who inhibited her free 
m o v em en t and threw so m e ­ 
thing of a dam per on the friend­ 
ly atmosphere she sought to 
cre a te . 
In W ashington, and 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
world, 
she 
travels with only two or three 
Secret Service agents, and likes 
them to stay in the background. 


Earlier on Sunday when Mrs. 
Nixon w a s a sk e d what she 
w rote in 
the 
leather-bound 
guest book of the K rem lin’s 
arm ory museum, she snapped, 
“ Nothing.” 


In fact, she wrote, “ Patricia 
Nixon, May 28, with apprecia­ 
tion and best wishes.” But the 
“ nothing” response to a report­ 
e r ’s question was her first show 
of irritation during her tiring 
and sometimes tense mission to 
cam e from the flap over tight 
Soviet security. 


LOS A N G E L E S (UPI) - Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey and George 
S. M cG ov ern , s a t isfie d with 
their first debate in California’s 
torrid presidential prim ary, to­ 
day faced a threat from Shirley 
Chisholm to block any further 
television confrontations unless 
she is included.

planned to seek in Washington, 
D.C., today a federal court to

“ d e b a t e s ” 
sch ed u led 
Tuesday and Sunday. 
A lth o u g h H u m p h r e y a n d 
McGovern both seem ed pleased 
with their perform ances on the 
hour-long 
interview 
program , 
there were indications that not 
too many people in California 
watched the program . 
A random telephone survey 
by United P ress International, 
in Sacram ento and Los Ange­ 
les, indicated that most people 
either were not home or did not 
watch the program . 
Although 
both front-runners 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination leveled charges and 
c o u n te rc h a rg e s d u rin g their 
lively “ debate,” no new issues 
or specifics surfaced. 
The questions were generally 


limited to the Vietnam War, 
defense spending, and welfare 
reform. Topics considered criti­ 
cal in California—such as the 
governm ent’s $200 million loan 
to 
the 
Lockheed 
Corp., 
and 
funds for the space shuttle— 
never were raised. 
On 
the offensive from the 
start, which at first “ startled” 
McGovern. Humphrey claimed 
that “ we were both wrong on 
V ietnam .” 
“ The fact is, that all through 
the senator’s career he voted 
for the appropriations for the 


war in V ietnam ,” Humphrey 
charged. “ There is no doubt 
that he spoke out again st it but 
he voted for it.”

McGovern, chuckling, replied 
“ I find it alm ost impossible to 
beleve that the senator from 
M innesota would a t t a c k m y 
record on Vietnam. 
“ Here is a senator, George 
McGovern, who has spoken out 
against the w ar more consis­ 
tently, and over a longer period 
of time than any other person 
in the United States S en ate,” 
McGovern said.

Ancient Coins,

Thieves broke into the palace of 
an art-loving renaissance pope 
today and stole ancient paint­ 
ings and coins, police said. 
They described the value of 
the loot as “ considerable” 
The art works were taken 
from the Piccolomini palace in 
this Tuscan town near Siena. 
The palace now partly a m u­ 
seum, was the family residence 
of poet and orator Ènea Silvio 
Piccolomini, who reigned from 
1458 until 1464 as Pope Pius II. 


B E L F A S T (U P I) — Seven 
persons died and at least 31 
w ere wounded y e s te r d a y in 
bomb blasts and gunfire in Bel­ 
fast. Six persons were injured 
in a gun battle that erupteo 
when Catholics and Protestants 
taunted and jeered each other 
across a secular “ peace line.” 


In the downtown area, three 
strategically placed bomb-laden 
cars exploded, injuring six per­ 
sons and wrecking dozens of 
shops and offices. Police said a 
telephoned w arn in g p reced ed 
the blasts but the caller warned 
of only one. 


The seven deaths raised to 
348 the number killed in nearly 
three years of Northern Ireland 
violence. 


Making Money 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
nation’s 50 largest banks are 
making money from but paying 
no interest on nearly $2 billion 
in federal money deposited with 
them, the House Banking Com­ 
mittee said today. 


Committee Chairman Wright 
P a tm a n , I)-Tex., sa id there 
were political considerations in 
the arrangement. 
The money involved is large­ 
ly that collected from income 
tax withholding, Social Security 
taxes and the like, which re­ 
mains in the banks until the 
Treasury needs it. 
A 280-page committee study, 
P a tm a n 
sa id , 
show ed 
“ 102 
banks hold 43.8 per cent of all 
tax and loan accounts and that 
the 50 largest 
banks in the 
country 
hold 
more than one 
third of all such deposits.” The 
total being held by all the banks 
as of Feb. 14 w as $5.77 billion. 


Won't Rejoin U.N. 


T A IP E I (UPI) - Nationalist 
China has no plan to rejoin the 
United Nations as a new m em ­ 
ber, Foreign Minister Tsai Wei- 
ping said today. 
Tsai told a Kuomintang party 
central committee meeting that 
China will “ never consider” the 
possibility of applying for ad ­ 
mission to the United Nations 
as a new member. 
N a tio n a list China w ithdrew 
from the United Nations last 
Oct. 26 when the world organi­ 
zation voted to admit the Com­ 
munist-led Chinese government 
in Peking. 


Wonts War To End

PA RIS (U P I)-T h e Duke of 
Windsor, who ruled England 327 
d a y s 
before giving up the 
throne for the twice-divorced 
A m erican “ w om an I lo v e ,” 
died in exile early Sunday in 
the rented mansion he called 
home. He was 77. 
It was the end of an era. 
A brief statement issued by 
Buckingham Palace in London 
said the Duke died at 2:25 a.m. 
of an undisclosed illness. The 
cause of death was believed to 
be cancer. 


The duke becam e King E d­ 
ward VIII of England at 11:55 
p.m. 
Ja n 25, 
1936, when his 
father, King George VI, died. 
He ruled until Dec. 10, 1936, 
when he abdicated. He went on 
radio the next day, his voice 
breaking with emotion, to say: 


“ I have found it impossible to 
carry the heavy burden of re­ 
sponsibility and discharge my 
duties as king as I would wish 
to 
do without 
the 
help and 
support of the woman I love.” 
At his side when he died was 
the 
“ woman 
I love,” Wallis 
Warfield Simpson of Baltimore, 
a 
vivacious, 
outspoken 
com ­ 
moner who twice had been di­ 
vorced. 
In the moral atm os­ 
phere 
of 
the 
tim es, 
the 
government found it impossible 
to accept that the king m arry a 
divorcee, even if—as Edward 
p ro p o se d —she not reign a s 
queen. 
Edward, who became Duke of 
Windsor with 
his 
abdication, 
married Mrs. Simpson on June 
3, 1937. They would have cele­ 
brated their 35th wedding anni­ 
versary on Saturday. 
Twenty y ears later, in 1956, 
the Duke told his friends he 
never regretted the decision. 
“ If 20 years were to be erased 


and I were to be presented with 
the sam e choice again under 
the sa m e c ir c u m s t a n c e s , 
I 
would act precisely a s I did 
then. I love her and need her 
now. I always will.” 


During ms Jb y ea rs in exile, 
the Duke of Windsor refused to 
return to England in any offi­ 
cial capacity since his wife did 
not have equal rank, that of 
“ royal highness.” 
The Duke’s body will be flown 
to England aboard a Royal Air 
Force jet Wednesday and will, 
as he wished, lie in state in 
historic St. George’s Chapel at 
Windsor Castle. He will be bur­ 
ied near his great grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, in the family 
plot at Frogmore. 
Queen Elizabeth II in recent 
years had made some attempt 
to ease the decades of bitter­ 
ness in the royal family that 
cam e of what has been called 
“ the greatest love story of the 
century." 
She met with the Duke in 1965 
and saw him again only 10 days 
before he died. While on an 
official 
visit 
to 
France, 
the 
Queen went to his rented m an ­ 
sion on the Bois de Bologne in 
Paris, had tea with the Duch­ 
ess, and visited the ailing Duke 
in his sickroom. 
Sources in the Windsor house­ 
hold said the Duchess w as bear­ 
ing up well, but preferred to be 
alone. “ She has been very cou­ 
rageou s,” one source said.

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Abalone Hunter Mauled

The attack took place at 
about 2 p.m. near Bird Rock, 
three-fourths of a mile south of 
Tomales Point. 
Helmuth Himmrich, 32, had 
just surfaced beside a small 
boat anchored 200 yards off­ 
shore when the shark struck, 
tore at his right thigh and 
disappeared. 


The injured man was pulled 
into the boat by friends who 
took him to Dillon Beach where 
a Coast Guard paramedic gave 
emergency aid until a helicop­ 
ter could arrive.

27, Gary Popkin, 27, 
and Donald Duane Smith. 32„ 
Anita Walton, 27, Sergey's wife, 
was also charged with murder. 


Smith and a woman, Char- 
lisse Joy Brant, 21, are due in 
Marin Superior Court May 10, 
on a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon in connection 
with the beating of two Novato 
women in October, 1970, 


I he women said they were 
also threatened with death in 
connection with a disagreement 
over a narcotics deal. One of 
the women, Shirley Jean Fabi­ 
an, 27. was found dead April 10 
of an overdose of narcotics and 
police said she may have been 
murdered.

Police 
said the bullet that killed Agero 
was fired from the same gun as 
one of the slugs that killed 
Garry Kemp. 30, a friend of 
Agero, Willard Thomas and 
Kelley Smith, both 26. 
Assistant District Attorney 
Don Whyte said an informant 
told police Agero had arrived 
from Texas recently with $90,00 
worth of cocaine for sale and 
was killed after the transfer of 
about $10,000 worth of drugs in 
the house in which he died. 
The informant led police to 
the body of Mrs. Long. Whyte 
said the woman had been trying 
to become acquainted with 
Kemp, one of the three men 
slain in San Leandro, in order 
to buy cocaine.

Such bills are called “ m em ­ 
bers’ bills” because they are 
sponsored by m em bers of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 
HR 3544 was such a bill. It 
would reduce the excise tax on 
cigars by $120 million between 
now and 1979 and $21 million 
per year after that. 
It was 
sponsored by D em ocratic Rep. 
Jam es A. Burke, whose Boston, 
Mass., district has som e cigar- 
making firms. 
This was one of 41 m em bers’ 
bills that em erged from the 
Ways and M eans Committee 
last October. 
. These bills are supposed to 
correct unintended inequities in 
the tax law. They are not sup­ 
posed to change basic tax poli­ 
cies. 


Tax reform ers, however, con­ 
tend that the bills som etim es 
am ount to give-aways for var­ 
ious industries, corporations, or 
individuals. 


For instance, HR 3544, ac­ 
cording to the com m ittee report 
on the bill, was intended to 
“ m ake adm inistration of the 
tax easier . . . ” It would have 
placed the tax on the wholesale 
price of cigars rather than the 
retail price. And it would have 
replaced a system of setting the 
tax according to price brackets 
with 
a 
sim ple 8.5 per cent 
advalorem tax. 


HR 3544 was one of the 15. It 
was put back on the legislative 
calendar for April 17. 


Im m ediately Aspin sent a let­ 
ter to m em bers of the House 
stating: “ At a tim e when tax 
reform has become one of the 
most im portant issues in the 
country, I find it incredible that 
we are being asked to approve 
a blatant $120 million tax break 
for the cigar industry without 
the benefit of com m ittee hear­ 
ings and without the right to 
offer am endm ents to the bill on 
the floor.” 


At the sam e tim e, however, 
the bill dram atically reduced 
the tax load. In defense, the 
com m ittee report held that the 
cigar industry had a “ relatively 
low" rate of return. It was said 
to be nine per cent of sales in 
1970, a recession year. (Many 
other industries had lower prof­ 
it levels that year.) 


On 
February 29, 
HR 3544 
cam e up for a vote in the House 
along with 21 other m em bers’ 
bills. Norm ally, the rules of the 
House would have been sus­ 
pended, 
and the bills would 
have 
zipped through without 
recorded vote. 
However, a group of liberal 
D em ocrats led by Aspin decid­ 
ed to stop the process. They 
objected to three bills, thereby 
blocking the “ unanimous con­ 
sent" of the House needed for 
suspension of the rules. Fifteen 
other bills were then withdrawn 
by their sponsors. Four passed 
without objection. 


Aspin was joined in the lobby­ 
ing against the bill by Common 
Cause, Am ericans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, and Ralph Na­ 
d e r 's ta x -r e f o r m r e s e a r c h 
group. 


Nader-Like Threat 
To The Big Farmers

BRAWLEY — California des­ 
ert farm ers — whose rich crops 
have been wetted down for dec­ 
ades with free fderal w ater — 
suddenly find th e ir “ o a s e s ” 
threatened by a Brooklyn-born 
rural-type Ralph Nader. 
Dr. 
Ben 
YelJen, self-styled 
country reform er, is taking the 
farm ers to court — seeking 
enforcem ent of a 1902 law that 
could result in the splintering of 
the multibillion-dollar agricul­ 
tural com bines here, and the 
return of the fam ily farm . 
The nam e of the gam e is 
w a te r rig h ts. 
And Y ellen ’s 
trum p cards are two seldom 
enforced canons of the Federal 
Reclam ation Act — acreage 
lim itation and residency. Ac­ 
cording to the turn of the centu­ 
ry legislation, which spurred 
hom esteading in the West, gov­ 
ernm ent w ater was only to be 
available without cost to those 
wrho tilled 160 acres or less and 
lived on the land they farm ed. 
Im p eria l V alley h ere lies 
hard on the Mexican border. 
With little annual rainfall and a 
sum m er sun that sends tem per­ 
atures to a blistering 110 de­ 
grees or m ore, this dry desert 
region would 
be a 
b a rre n 
w asteland — without irrigation. 
But with it, Im perial has be­ 
come the garden of Southern 
California. 
With 475,000 acres under the 
tractor and hoe, $300 million is 
reaped annually from lettuce, 
hay, sugar beets, cotton, and 
livestock production. 
Im perial’s aqua lifeline is the 
fe d e ra lly fin a n c e d B o u ld e r 
Dam hundreds of m iles to the 
north through which Colorado 
River w ater gushes to the val­ 
ley via a network of canals. 
Through the years,Im perial 
farm ers have thrived on this 
irrigation — paying little heed 
to either the 160-acre lim itation 
o r 
resid e n ce re q u ire m e n ts. 
They were assured via a letter 
from Secretary of Interior Ray 
Lym an Wilbur in 1933 of special 
exem ption from the excess land 
ow n ersh ip re s tric tio n of the 
1902 act. 
In 1964, however, the Interior 
D epartm ent abruptly changed 
its stand and ruled that the 
Im perial Valley was subject to 
acreage lim itation. A lengthy 
court battle ensued — with a 
federal district judge in Janu­ 
ary 1971 upholding the Wilbur 
exemption — and striking down 
th e U.S. g o v e rn m e n t’s case 
against Im perial Valley farm ­ 
ers. 


But much to the chagrin of 
the landholders —who reported­ 
ly invested m ore than $500,000 
in this seven-year court battle 
— final 
victory still 
is 
not 
theirs. 
The ram bunctious Yellen — a 
licensed physician who since 
the 1930s has pursued his “ fa­ 
vorite hobby” of “ bugging the 
farm ers” via new sletters, radio 
speeches and “ sym bolic” politi­ 
cal candidacies — is insisting 
that the 
U.S. D epartm ent of 
Justice appeal the district court 
decision on acreage lim itation 
to the state court of appeals, 
and if necessary, the U.S. Su­ 
prem e Court. 
So far, U.S. Attorney G ener­ 
al-Designate R ichard G. Klein- 
dienst (as well as form er Attor­ 
ney General John N. Mitchell) 
has turned a deaf ear to Yel­ 
len’s dem ands. 
Accusing the 
Justice D epartm ent nominee of 
yielding to political pressures 
from powerful farm interests in 
letting such an im portant case 
rest with a trial court verdict, 
Yellen 
says 
he will seek a 
reopening of the case — as an 
intervenor on behalf of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Meanwhile, he already has 
copped a m ajor judicial verdict 
in a suit brought against the 
In te rio r D ep a rtm en t — d e ­ 
m anding that absentee land­ 
holders be denied excess w ater 
rights, in accordance with fed­ 
eral law. 
A federal district judge re­ 
cently m ade a sum m ary judg­ 
m ent in favor of Yellen and 122 
other com plainants in this m at­ 
ter. And this tim e it is the 
farm ers who will be seeking an 
“ in te rv e n o r” re v e rsa l at a 
h e a rin g sch ed u led la te th is 
month. 
Yellen confides that the resi­ 
dency issue could be his big 
trum p in paving the way to 
final victory in the courts. The 
district court judgm ent brought 
him his first real financial sup­ 
port about $4,000 from the Na­ 
tional F arm ers Union, the Cali­ 
f o rn ia 
L a b o r 
F e d e r a tio n , 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l D e f e n s e 
League, National Audubon So­ 
ciety and the Sierra Club. 
“ The ecology groups are con­ 
cerned about land uses. And the 
unions believe ‘to the tiller goes 
the soil,” ’ Yellen explained. (He 
said that so far he has invested 
$10,000 of his personal funds on 
the absentee landlord issue.) 
However, grow er groups are 
determ ined to reverse the ‘resi­ 
dency” decision — if necessary 
battling it up to the U.S. Su­ 
prem e Court.

In a letter to Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills (D) of A rkansas, chair­ 
m an of the Ways and Means 
Com m ittee, Albert H. Turkus of 
the N ader group wrote: 
“ It 
seem s ironic that, on the very 
day when millions of taxpayers 
will be com pleting their strug­ 
gle to comply with their obliga­ 
tions under the internal revenue 
code, you and the m em bers of 
the Com m ittee on Ways and 
Means will be asking the House 
to enact this special-interest tax 
cut.” 
The bill w as ag ain w ith ­ 
drawn. 
The tax reform ers saw an 
im portant victory. They figured 
it was withdrawn because it 
would not have obtained the 
necessary two-thirds vote for 
passage under suspension of the 
rules. 
“ Congress is not likely to 
pass any more loopholes — at 
least for a while,” said Aspin. 
He figures most representatives 
don’t want to vote for anything 
that could be regarded as a 
loophole. 
A key staff m em ber of the 
Ways and Means Committee, 
how-ever. held that it was with­ 
drawn because Mills was in 
New York m aking speeches and 
would not be on the floor to 
handle it.

“ The b asic p rin cip les set 
forth in this docum ent do not 
affect any obligations with re­ 
spect to other countries earlier 
assum ed by the USA and the 
USSR.” 
Sunday night in a television 
a d d re ss beam ed th roughout 
Russia and viewed by a govern­ 
m ent-estim ated audience of up 
to 100 million citizens, Nixon 
predicted a new era of U.S.- 
Soviet relations, built on the 
sum m it talks. In the address, 
also seen in the United States, 
the President told his viewers 
that the first Moscow sum m it 
had opened “ a new ag e” in 
relations. 
“ Both sid es have had 
a 
chance to m easure the length of 
our strides toward peace and 
security,” Nixon said in his 18- 
minute talk. 
"I believe that those strides 
have been substantial and that 
now we have well begun the 
long journey which will lead us 
to a new age in the relations 
between our two countries... 
“ As great powers, we will 
som etim es be com petitors. But 
we need never be enem ies,” he 
said. 
During his address the P resi­ 
dent sat, ankles crossed, at a 
Louis XIV table in the Kremlin 
p alace’s Green Room. He per­ 
spired lightly under hot televi­ 
sion lights, trying to ease a 
som ber expression with the oc­ 
casional flick of a smile. He 
sprinkled his talk of peace and 
partnership with Russian anec­ 
dotes and folk say in g s, but 
could not get the steady, seri­ 
ous tone out of his voice. 
For some Soviet viewers, his 
words spoke of how tim es have 
changed since the night in 1959 
when the then-Vice President 
Nixon appeared on Soviet telev­ 
ision and lam basted the K rem ­ 
lin s Cold W ar policies. 
In that address he catalogued 
in brusque, blunt words what he 
saw as the worldwide sins of a 
belligerent Soviet communism. 
Now it was a new Nixon and a 
new future. 
“Let our goal now be a world 
free of fear—a world in which 
nation will no longer prey upon 
nation, in which human ener­ 
gies will be turned away from 
production for war and towards 
m ore production for peace, 
away from conquest and to­ 
ward invention, development, 
creation,”*Nixon said.

Let's Look Beyond 
Next Year's Tax Bill 


A week from tomorrow, vot­ 
ers in the San Rafael High 
School District will ballot for 
the second time on a proposal 
to combine three school dis­ 
tricts into one. 
It is a simple proposal. It is 
called “ unification.” But — like 
so many things that have to do 
with schools and government — 
it is made to appear rather 
complicated. 


California has perhaps the 
most complicated school dis­ 
trict setup to be found any­ 
where. For two decades, the 
state has been trying to get 
some order out of the chaos 
through “ unification.” It has 
had some success, but not 
much. 


partly in and partly out of the 
City of San Rafael: San Rafael 
High, San Rafael Elementary, 
and Dixie Elementary. 


WHAT IS “UNIFICATION,” 
anyhow? It is simply putting 
elementary and high schools 
into the same school district. 
Once upon a time, San Rafael 
had such a district. Elemenatry 
and high schools were part of 
the San Rafael School District. 
Ironically, a state law that was 
intended to reduce the number 
of school districts changed that. 
. The law required that every 
elementary school district be a 
p art of a high school district. 
So several districts in Marin, 
from which children were sent 
to San Rafael High School, 
were incorporated into San Ra­ 
fael High School District — 
Novato, Dixie, and the former 
San Jose, San Quentin and San 
Pedro Elemenatry School Dis­ 
tricts among them. 
Subsequently, Novato split off 
to become Marin County's first 
unified school district. Later it 
absorbed San Jose. 
Meanwhile, the San Pedro 
and San Quentin districts were 
dissolved and merged into San 
Rafael Elementary School Dis­ 
trict. That left three districts 


SAN RAFAEL HIGH and El­ 
e m e n ta ry d istricts are gov­ 
erned by the sam e board and 
superintendent and still operate 
under the city charter — in 
spite of the fact it calls for only 
one district. San Rafael High 
School District embraces all of 
Dixie district — but Dixie has 
its own board and superintend­ 
ent. 
Part of San Rafael Elementa­ 
ry School District is outside the 
city limits — but its govera- 
nance comes under the city 
charter. P art of Jixie Elemen­ 
tary School District is within 
the city limits — but it has no 
connection with the city.

Velvet Glove For Iron One

Bay Area smog officials, forced by the 
federal government to swallow their tim ­ 
idity, last week took a huge step toward 
controlling virtually all land use through­ 
out the region. 
Severe jolts are certain as local gov­ 
ernment, industry, labor and business 
wake up to the full impact of the new' 
perm it system adopted by the Bay Area 
Air Pollution Control District. Effective 
July I, district permits will be mandatory' 
before construction of all m ajor projects. 
The toughest nut in the new regulation 
is that a permit must be denied for any 
project that would add enough pollution 
to any area to violate federal air quality 
standards. This will mean that in an area 
already saturated with smog, no new 
construction will be allowed that would 
add any more pollution. 
This also will apply to areas which 
themselves have relatively clean air, but 
whose pollution blows into another area 
where federal air quality standards are 
threatened. 


coddling polluters, Callaghan apparently 
is out to prove his credentials as a smog 
fighter. The. EPA ’s demand gave him the 
opportunity to look tough. 
Noting proudly that the district was the 
first in California to adopt such a strin­ 
gent perm it system, Callaghan declared 
that “this is the first step in a very far- 
reaching land use program .” 


DISTRICT OFFICIALS had drafted a 
toothless permit system, with a four-year 
delay in enforcement of the air quality 
standards. The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency would have none of 
this, however, and cracked its whip with 
perfect effect. 
The EPA simply declared it would 
impose its own regulation on the district 
if the district failed to act immediately- 
itself. 
We suspect the district's eager re­ 
sponse to the federal whip was due in 
part to the storm of controversy in recent 
months about its top administrator. D. J. 
Callaghan. Faced with demands by citi­ 
zen groups that he be fired for allegedly 


WITH THE EP and health and conser­ 
vation groups watching over his shoulder, 
C allaghan will not have much leeway to 
accommodate the new regulation to com­ 
plaints from those it hits. 
His qualifier that the system was “ the 
first step" echoed a warning by EPA that 
the system will have to be extended to 
progressively smaller polluters as growth 
in the region builds pollution to maxi­ 
mum levels set in federal air quality 
standards. The history of such standards, 
incidentally, has been a continual tough­ 
ening as pollution levels thought safe 
prove hazardous to health. 
The perm it system thus eventually will 
have a drastic impact on the economic 
life of the Bay Area. It m ay never 
improve air quality, but should prevent 
its continued deterioration. 
The district and EPA did not act in a 
vacuum, of course, They responded to 
the federal Clean Air Act of 1970. Its 
passage by Congress wTas reported fully, 
but like the tree that fell unheard in the 
forest, it was hard to tell that something 
actually happened. 
Now it’s happening. The 1970 act is 
beginning to be heard.

He 
seeks expanded trade with both China 
and Russia. 
WELFARE POLICY — Time was when 
many conservatives and most Republi­ 
cans looked upon Social Security as 
radical. Dwight Eisenhower put an end to 
that idea. Now Nixon has gone further 
than any of his Democratic predecessors. 
He is advancing a welfare reform which 
costs more and covers more than any­ 
thing in the past and would provide a 
minimum guaranteed income for every 
family below the poverty level. 
ANTI-POLLUTION POLICY - The ad­ 
ministration has advanced anti-pollution 
legislation which vastly expands the in­ 
tervention of the federal government into 
•every state, city and county in the nation. 
TIIERE ARE SIGNIFICANT areas of 
policy in which the Nixon administration 
diverges from today’s Democrats. 
Many leading Democrats are new-style 
isolationists. Nixon isn’t. 
Many leading Democrats favor radical­ 
ly reducing our military defenses.

These include (1) demands that the 
Marin Municipal Water District solve its

In the case of the water district, the 
directors are charged by law with provid­ 
ing water for residents of the district.

The voters of the district 
have not rejected the district’s attem pts 
to provide more water; they have simply 
said that the Sonoma-Marin Aqueduct is .

In the case of agricultural preserve 
zoning, the Williamson Act does not 
authorize the use of its zoning provisions 
to provide open space for recreation or to 
preserve some other resident’s view. It 
simply says that if a farm er wants to 
enjoy the benefit of a lower tax rate in 
order to be able to continue the business 
of farming, then he must accept zoning of 
his 1 and which is compatible with agricul­ 
tural uses . . . 
I do not blame the board of supervisors 
for mistakenly zoning the first agricul­ 
ture preserve area nor the directors of 
the MMWD for failing to properly inter­ 
pret the results of last November’s defeat 
of the Sonoma-Marin Aqueduct. I attrib­ 
ute both actions to the atmosphere of 
confusion and antagonism generated by 
those who w'ould take away our inaliena­ 
ble right to own private property and 
who libel those of us who truly wish to 
conserve the piece of E arth which we 
purchased and for which we continue to 
pay taxes by daring to call themselves 
“ conservationists”.

AND IN JUNEAU, Gov. William Egan 
is in what sounds like a desperate strug­ 
gle with the oil companies.

>2 billion, with the state getting $377 
million, production and transportation 
expenses taking another $757 million, and 
the oil companies profiting bv more than 
44 per cent, which is $918 million a year- 
before federal taxes. 
Predictably, the industry argued that 
the governor had “ vastly oversimplified” 
the m atter, that the state would make 
more in the first five years of production* 
than the companies. In turn, Egan la ­ 
beled this response a “ blatant and Irre ­ 
sponsible shotgun attack” on his report. 
So back and forth it goes, and the ojply 
sure thing any layman knows is that the 
amount of money involved is tremendbus 
even by oil industry standards. T h e tis 
why Egan is lashing his legislature to 
pass a state severance tax on every 
barrel of oil pumped, and another tax on 
oil and gas transportation property. He 
realizes that if such publicly productive 
laws are to be passed, it has to be now 
for it will not happen after oil money has 
had a longer chance to grease the politi­ 
cal process in Alaska.

Of course, Mr. and Mrs. Blood are in 
the port equipment and shipping busi­ 
ness.

Being A Good Grasshopper 
Not So Easy As It Looks 


The Greeks had a word for it 
“ work,” that is. Oddly or not 
so oddly, the word (ponos) de­ 
rived from the same root as 
“ suffering.” The English word 
[..“ punishment” is a direct de­ 
scendant. In his slightly grim 
ft poem to necessity, “ Works and 
Days,” Hesiod flatly defined 
happiness as a life free from 
work. 
“ Leisure,” on the other hand, 
was a revered word among thè 
-’Greeks. They regarded leisure 
tinpt merely as the opposite of 
work — not just as free time — 
but as a precondition to becom­ 
ing fully human. 
, It was Aesop, a slave, who 
endorsed the character of the 
ant. The only Greek ants were 
I the Spartans. The other Greeks 
preferred to be grasshoppers, 
though grasshoppers of the 
■ highest order. Without leisure, 
Plato and Aristotle argued, one 
couldn’t think about life. With­ 
out thinking about life, one 
couldn’t be happy. To the 
Greeks, it was nearly as simple 
as that. 


WHO ELSE HAS EVER clas 
sified thinking as a kind of 
hedonism? 
Certainly not Americans. Un­ 
til the 1960s at least, Americans 
were conspicuously ants — 
„“ foorkaholics,” in the term of 
- one self-confessing native. Even 
rich Americans felt obliged to 
- work — often twice as hard as 
poor Americans, thanks to the 
twists of the Puritan con­ 
science. 
Then there were all those 
cursed machines a man be­ 
came geared to, starting with 
the clock whose dire, hurry- 
hurry influence was foreseen bv 


a 17th-Century poet: “ Noble 
machine with toothed wheels / 
Lacerates the day and frag­ 
ments it into hours. . .” 
Nagged by subliminal whis­ 
pers from Jonathan Edwards, 
paced by trains, automobiles, 
and jets, what chance did poor 
homo americanus have to learn 
about leisure, to become a 
grasshopper? 
A pretty fair chirping chance, 
as things have worked out. 
Turning duty-to-work into duty- 
to-play — replacing Cotton 
Mather with Charles Reich — 
latter day Americans have be­ 
come perhaps the first of their 
race to see pleasure as a moral 
imperative: Enjoy, or else. And 
as far as those enslaving ma­ 
chines go, rescuers like Riva 
Poor are on their way. 


RIVA POOR is the author of 
a book called “ 4 Days, 40 
Hours,” subtitled: “ Reporting a 
Revolution in Work and Lei­ 
sure.” In effect, Mrs. Poor and 
her four-day weekers are 
breaking the fast lockstep 
which has bound gasping mod­ 
ern man — that sad, sad hus­ 
tler —to the machines he has 
invented. 
Late reporting on the revolu­ 
tion estimates that about 1.300 
companies, employing about 
400,000 workers, are practicing 
the four-day week. Paint facto­ 
ries, hospitals, banks, police 
forces — nearly all the partici­ 
pants are positively aglow 
about their new dispensation. 
Production is up, absenteeism 
is down. The four-day police­ 
men of Huntington Beach, Cal­ 
if., are said to average 80 per 
cent more arrests. How can 
anybody argue with that? 


In tact, the tour-day week 
threatens to become the new 
evangelism — a solemn ideolo­ 
gy, if a mixed up one. A favor­ 
ite boast of the four-day weeker 
is that he now has time to mow 
his lawn and wax his car — to 
work about the house. 


More confusion. The econo­ 
mist Paul A. Samuelson pre­ 
dicts that the four-day week 
will revolutionize the family 
structure, allowing, among oth­ 
er things, division of domestic 
labor. Meaning: Emancipated 
man may cease to be ant-in-the- 
office to become ant-at-home, 
while emancipated woman will 
pass him, commuting in the 
opposite direction. 
Will automation produce the 
three-day week? — and so on, 
and so on. Tune in around 1984 
to find out. 


CLEARLY THE SHORT 
workweek plus a long subscrip­ 
tion to the Playboy philosophy 
of Hugh Hefner is not going to 
be good enough. The Spartans, 
we might do well to remember, 
went from discipline to decad­ 
ence —from the leanest Puri­ 
tanism to the grossest self- 
indulgence with no stops in 
between. 


Leisure is such a stop. It is 
not the art of loafing, and 
certainly not the art of pseudo­ 
work. Perhaps — to go a bit 
mystic — it is the art of aware­ 
ness. Leisure at best is a mo­ 
ment fully possessed, when the 
panicked beat of mortality for 
once is broken. 


The Greeks carved leisure 
into the faces and very bodies 
of their statues — a grace 
beyond technique. It is there for 
all would-be grasshoppers to 
study: the art within art. To be 
a good grasshopper is as diffi­ 
cult obviously as being a good 
ant, and that is Aesop’s mes­ 
sage for today.

made into bricks or used to 
pave roads (glasphalt, they call 
it) as well as make new bottles. 
The Bureau of Mines is investi­ 
gating. Old paper is increasing­ 
ly being made into new paper 
... or cardboard ... or insula­ 
tion. This is done commercially 
in a number of areas. 


In some instances ground 
rubber from old tires has in­ 
creased agricultural yields; the 
experimental dumping of old 
tires to form reefs off Florida’s 
east coast is attracting fish to 
the area. Japanese fishermen 
have done the same using old 
car wrecks. At the same time 
recycling metals from junked 
cars is becoming increasingly 
efficient. 
Sawdust, once a waste that 
had to be burned, has long been 
turned into newsprint and hard- 
board 
in many countries. 
Chemicals also can be extract­ 
ed from it. 
Technology also exists to con­ 
vert yesterday’s city garbage 
into tomorrow’s structural tim­ 
ber. 
There are still innumerable 
problems to be overcome — 
mainly in finding a use for 
some of the salvaged materials. 
Also, in refining the experiment 
to commercially viable form. 
But there are some hopeful 
signs — and some dedicated, 
innovate pioneers who are 
charting the course.

Courtroom Security Measures 
Becoming Accepted By Most 


Is heavy and expensive secur­ 
ity around at least some of our 
• courtrooms a fact of life that’s 
going to be with us for a long 
- time? 
Marin residents who go regu­ 
larly to the Civic Center have 
pretty much come to accept 
walking through metal detec­ 
tors and having their purses 
and possessions rummaged 
through. 
When so-called “ sensitive” 
.cases are in court, such as 
those involving San Quentin in­ 
mates, additional searches and 
barriers are set up and the 
. number of armed officers 
greatly increased. 
The Marin security, instituted 
after the August, 1970, shoot­ 
out, was followed by a court­ 
room bombing in October of 
that year, it seems justified to 
enough people to have it contin­ 
ued. 
In the meantime, other areas 
have followed suit. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO court 
room where the surviving Sole­ 
dad Brothers were tried and 
acquitted was equipped with a 
see-through shield between 
spectators and the rest of the 
court and women reporters and 
observers had to submit to de­ 
grading personal searches. 
• Down in San Jose, a great 
deal of security was set up for 
the Angela Davis trial and has 
been in effect even since she 
was released on bail. 
-Metal detectors, very thor­ 
ough pat searches, and high 
chain-link fences have set the 
atmosphere for the trial. 


The ultimate was reached 
last week, however, when a 
very nervous sheriff’s depart­ 
ment prepared for Soledad 
Brother Fleeta Drumgo to ap­ 
pear in court. 
Armed guards were posted on 
the roofs of nearby buildings, 
and newsmen, who had attend­ 
ed the trial every day for 
weeks, were allowed into the 
searching shed only one at a 
time. 
Both defense and prosecution 
attorneys objected when a sher­ 
iff's officer announced that 
Drumgo would be brought into 
court manacled and shackled. 
Finally a compromise was 
reached when Judge Richard 
E. Arnason ordered that Drum­ 
go would be allowed to have 
one hand free and be brought 
into court early so jurors would 
not see his chains. 
(An interesting paradox to the 
situation was that Miss Davis’s 
attorneys, who have decried the 
heavy security since the outset 
of the trial, would have been 
delighted if Drumgo had been 
chained from head to toe to 
show ‘‘abuses of prisoners” ) 


NO ONE WHO gets involved 
in the kind of security present 
in San Jose or in Marin at 
times enjoys the situation. None 
of us likes the delay, restriction 
of movement or having our 
persons and possessions the ob­ 
ject of scrutiny by others. 
However, every time it looks 
as if the situation might ease 
up, some new violence takes 
place. 
It was in quiet, peaceful, an­ 


achronistic Oroville last week 
that an angry rancher pulled a 
gun during trial of a civil case, 
killed one man and wounded 
others. 
As long as such incidents 
occur, it seems likely that met­ 
al detectors and searches will 
remain with us — at a heavy 
expense both to our pocket- 
books and personal dignity.

Coast Guard Unit 
Wins Annual Award 


The first annual unit award of 
the Department of Transporta­ 
tion’s San Francisco Field Co­ 
ordination Group has been won 
by the U.S. Coast Guard Group 
and Base in San Francisco. 
The award was established 
earlier this year to recognize 
outstanding team performance 
by a unit, either administrative 
or operational, of any element 
of the department in the San 
Francisco area. 


NEW YORK - It’s a little 
company, overlooking a pollut­ 
ed creek here in a rather run­ 
down warehouse section of 
Brooklyn. 
It’s called Ecology, Inc. — 
and for more than a year it has 
successfully and profitable con­ 
verted city trash into a basic 
material for a good many prod­ 
ucts. 
Fifteen years ago it was just 
a dream in the making. Today 
it is being studied by city offi­ 
cials here in New York and 
elsewhere. Overseas, the Japa­ 
nese are particularly interested 
and the Dutch — the biggest 
composters of city waste in the 
world — describe it as “ a most 
impressive operation.” 
Right now the company is 
concentrating on high-grade 
fertilizers. By next year it ex­ 
pects to be in the hardboard 
manufacturing business. After 
that: The production of a sub­ 
stitute for structural timber. 
AJ1 these products, and a 
good many more, can be made 
from a fibrous-looking dust or 
compost, the result of less than 
two full days of treatment at 
the plant. 
Everyday more than a dozen 
New York City garbage trucks 
drive up a three-story ramp 
here to dump their loads into 
one of two hoppers feeding the 
plant. The 150 tons-a-day intake 
becomes 75 tons of composted 
material some 40 hours later. 
The garbage first is milled 
and the metal magnetically ex­ 
tracted. Then it is passed slow­ 
ly through an eight-deck diges­ 
ter — the heart of the process 
— where it is composted to 
stability, a stage when all bac­ 
teriological avtivity within the 
product has ceased. 
(Paradoxically, rather than 
disposing of the trash, compost 
preserves it — but in a form 
that is highly useful to man.) 
At this stage the fine, dry 
material, stemming as it does 
from largely cellulose city 
trash, is not quiet the equal in 
plant nutriments of the home 
gardener's compost pit. Even 
so it is a good soil conditioner, 
a rival to peat moss on the 
horticultural market. 
But with the addition of ni­ 
trates, phosphates, and potash 
at this Brooklyn plant it be­ 
comes a high-grade fertilizer, 
superior to standard chemical 
plant foods because the com-

post builds up soil structure and 
supplies trace elements. 
Tests over several seasons 
have confirmed this. Garden 
supply outlets, contracted to 
handle the fertilizer, even ins­ 
isted it retail above standard 
fertilizer prices because ‘‘it’s a 
better product.” Steady sales 
suggest the garden-conscious 
population of metropolitan New 
York agrees. 
However, it is in hardboard 
and structural timber that this 
process of Hungarian-born civil 
engineer Dr. Stephen Varrò 
possibly has a most important 
role to play and where perhaps 
its most profitable future lies. 
On a small scale, laboratories 
in various parts ot the country 
have taken the “ Varrò dirt,” as 
some tend to call it. and 
produce wall board and dimen­ 
sional timber that meets every 
tensile strength and bending 
requirement. 
Moreover these products can 
be dry formed, whereas normal 
hardboard manufacture re­ 
quires the use of vast quantities 
of water. Because of the nature 
of the composted material, it 
needs the additon of only 2xk 
per cent rosins compared with 
30 per cent in the standard 
product. All this means “ a sig­ 
nificant drop in manufacturing 
costs,” according to Varrò. 
In effect this latest technolog­ 
ical accomplishment means 
that the trash cans can help 
stave off a predicted timber 


shortage in the 1980’s. Says 
Varro: “ City garbage is a re­ 
source. It always has been. We 
have just never handled it cor­ 
rectly before.” 
At present it costs New York 
City between $40 and $47 a ton 
to dispose of the 22,000 tons of 
garbage it generates each day. 
This includes collection and 
transportation costs, which con­ 
tinually mount. It also includes 
incineration costs now averag­ 
ing around $12.50 a ton because 
of the requirements imposed by 
smokeabatement laws. 
Against this Ecology, inc., 
disposes of city trash for a fee 
of roughly $10 a ton. And be­ 
cause the nature of the system 
allows that similar plants be 
located in central areas (Ecolo­ 
gy's plant occupies just one 
acre of land) it holds out prom­ 
ise of significantly cutting 
transportation costs as well 
Other advantages: The system 
uses no water to speak of and 
leaves no residue. 
Already New York City, 
though continuing with its Sta­ 
ten Island incineration plant, 
has canceled plans for further 
incinerators because of the pos­ 
sibilities of systems like that of 
Ecology Inc. 
And it is now- operating, Ecol­ 
ogy’s fee to the city for waste 
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disposal covers the cost of oper­ 
ating the plant. “ This means,” 
points out a smiling Varro, 
“ that the raw material for our 
wallboards will cost us nothing. 
What other board-producing 
company can say the same0” 
It is the system's potential for 
profit that is its major selling 
point, says Varro, who hopes to 
license it throughout the world. 


FRANKLIN. Ohio - The first 
time Joe Baxter had stood at 
the edge of Franklin’s town 
dump, a vast gorge, or so it has 
seemed, yawned emptily in 
front of him. But now. as a 
brisk wind sent a pile of loose 
papers fluttering skyward like 
so many startled pigeons, the 
gorge of a few years before had 
become a mere depression 
As a town councillor he had 
cause to be concerned at the 
waste disposal problems that 
lay ahead; as something of an 
inventor, with 50 patents to his 
credit, he felt the need to seek 
out alternatives to buying more 
land for another unsightly 
dump. 
What was needed was some­ 
thing that would break up 
trash, render it more compact, 
and perhaps in such a state that 
useful materials could be sal­ 
vaged from it. The answer, it 
ultimately seemed to him, lav 


in a system built around a 
machine similar to the giant 
pulpers used in papermaking. 
The end result was the Hy- 
drasposal system which right 
now converts the Franklin 
wastes (50 tons a day) into a 
fiber for a paper and roofing 
felt industries, cullett (crushed 
glass) for the glass industry, 
steel, and aluminum. Moreover 
it separates these sought-after 
items automatically. What’s 
levt over is incinerated, eventu­ 
ally to help generate the energy 
to operate the plant. But this 
sediment might just as easily 
be converted into compost. And 
as cattle fodder, it has already 
proved its worth. 
It is a producer, then, of raw 
materials for industry. The 
need is to establish the plant in 
an area where ready markets 
exist for the bulk of the prod­ 
ucts. 
Even so the stream of visitors 
to this garbage-into-gold opera­ 
tion is considerable. They come 
. .. about 500 a month . .. from 
throughout the United States, 
Canada and England, Switzer­ 
land and Japan to name just a 
few of the nationalities in the 
visitor’s book 
What they see is a system, 
the heart of which is a giant 
container which operates much 
like a kitchen blender, convert­ 
ing the trash and water into a 
fine slurry. 
Screens, a water cyclone, and 
other methods sort out and 
separate the various materials, 
which are ground up into very 
small particles. 
In a very real sense the plant 
harvests waste material. At full 
capacity it will handle a 150-ton 
daily input of trash, extracting 
something like 30 tons of peper 
fiber worth $750 at current 
prices; 12 tons of glass cullett 
($14-4). 12 tons of ferrour metals 
(9fi*. and 2Vz tons of aluminum 
($375). 


Cost of running the plant ($11 
a ton» compares favorably with 
the $5.40 a ton estimate for 
building and operating a sani­ 
tary landfill with limited life 
and from which no revenue 
from sales of recycled materi­ 
als is forthcoming. 
Statisticians at Black Claw­ 
son. the company manufactur­ 
ing the system, estimate that a 
1.000 ton-a-day plant costing be­ 
tween $12 and $15 million would 
produce 370 tons of industrial 
materials per day worth $8,600 
at prevailing rates. This is as­ 
suming that a market for the 
recleimed materials is readily 
available. Daily cost of running 
such a plant would be $2,900 or 
$2.90 a ton the company says. 
Right now several towns and 
cities are investigating the sys­ 
tem, some in advanced state of 
negotiation. A paper mill is 
even considering installing the 
system principally for the fiber 
it can salvage from the local 
town's trash. 
Next: Recycling scrap — and 
paper.

WASHINGTON — The best place to fight 
the battle against rising food prices is at the 
meat counter, according to industry and 
government experts quoted m two recently 
reprinted booklets. 
The fact is that meat is usually the biggest 
item on the average shopper's food budget. It 
thus offers the best opportunity to save 
money, provided that the shopper is able and 
willing to spend the time and energy neces­ 
sary.

If you are such a shopper, 
you may have a lot to gain by 
reading the two booklets — if 
you have not already done so. 
The publications are “ Money- 
Saving Main Dishes” and “How 
to Save Money on Meats.”

The first is a production of 
the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. Its 48 pages are filled with 
recipes and other data designed 
to help people plan nourishing 
meals that contain at least one- 
fourth of the d ay ’s protein 
needs in each serving. 


THE SECOND publication is 
a compilation of useful advice 
by Clifford Bowes, a well 
known consultant on merchan­ 
dising meat. 
Armed with both these book­ 
lets, a shopper should be able to 
save hundreds of dollars a year.

The USDA publication em ­ 
phasizes the less costly cuts 
and tries to provide imagina­ 
tive ways to prepare and serve 
them. It also includes recipes 
with inexpensive meat substi­ 
tutes such as poultry, fish and 
cheese. 


It does not include much not 
contained in a good cookbook, 
but 
it 
boils the information 
down into more usable form. It 
is an ideal quick reference 
guide to the harried homemak­ 
er or young housewife who has 
too little time to pour over 
more detailed reference works.

THE BOOKLET by Bowes 
concentrates on some well es­ 
tablished but surprisingly little 
used tricks that not only can 
save money but can result in 
more palatable meat dishes. 
For many years, the author has 
conducted seminars and served 
as consultant to food chain ex­ 
ecutives. 


The principal point of his 
booklet is the desirability of 
cooking meat at low tempera­ 
tures. “Nothing will save you 
more money,” he says. He sug­ 
gests no higher than 275 de­ 
grees for roasts, for example. 
To prove his point, he in­ 
cludes photographs of two rib 
roasts, one cooked at 275 de­ 
grees. the other at 400 degrees. 
The former lost 12.1 percent of 
its weight; the latter lost 29.1 
percent. 
In addition, of course, the one 
cooked at 275 degrees was more 
tender than the other and it 
retained more flavor and nu­ 
trients.

An 
expert tries to locate all of the 
missing cards as quickly as 
possible;

SMALL DIAMOND 
Put yourself in the South 
seat, trying to make six spades 
against the opening lead of the 
deuce of diamonds. To begin 
with, you should easily read 
this as a singleton. West simply 
wouldn’t lead the deuce of dia­ 
monds from any other holding. 
If you played low from the 
dummy at the first trick, East 
probably wouldn’t return a dia­ 
mond at the second trick; you 
would simply lose the setting 
trick late instead of early. Your 
best chance is to take the ace of 
diamonds at once. But then you 
would still have a lot of work. 
Try to work out the distribu­ 
tion of the unseen hands. East 
should have a seven-card heart 
suit for his opening bid; and the 
opening lead m arks him with 
three diamonds. 
That leaves 
room for only three black cards 
in the East hand.

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Evidence Mounts Bremer 
Was Tracking Nixon 


SILVER SPRING. Md. (UPI) 


—Gov. George C. Wallace left 
intensive care briefly Sunday 
as evidence mounted that his 
alleged assailant tracked Presi­ 


dent Nixon with the purported 
intent of assassination. 
Ironically, the President may 


have been spared from assault 
in Canada by students demon­ 


strating against him and the 
U.S. role in Vietnam. 


The new evidence concerning 


Nixon comes from an alleged 
diary on lined notebook paper 
that indicates Arthur H. Bre­ 
mer made a 45-day odyssey 
from his Milwaukee home to 
sometimes distant points where 
Nixon and Wallace appeared. 


Bremer was arrested in Lau­ 
rel, Md., May 15 moments after 


Wallace was shot and paralyzed 
from the waist down. Bremer is 
being held in lieu of $200,000 
bond in the Baltimore jail pend­ 
ing trial. 


Wallace left the intensive 


care unit at Holy Cross Hospital 
for the first time Sunday. He 
used a wheelchair during a 15- 
minute visit with his wife, Cor­ 
nelia. 


The Alabama governor and 


Mrs. Wallace earlier* talked 
with Sen. and Mrs. Edmund S. 
Muskie during what Muskie 
called a “ neighborly visit.” 


Although the medical report 


said Wallace continued to show 
improvements, it did not indi­ 
cate where or when a second 
operation would be conducted 
to remove a bullet lodged near 
.his spine.
